financial conditions permit To enable them to 
proceed further with tho matter they have nskod 
for tho advice of tho Imperial Council of xYgncnl- 
tural Research ns to the tjqio of courses winch the 
provinces require and tho ckiss of students which 
should be admitted to the Institute.

Tire proposal to establisli a Central Bureau of In- 
formation for irrigation, on the lines explained in a 
note dated the 22nd fSeptember, 1928, by the Con- 
sulting Engineer to the Government of India, which 
formed an accompaniment to the last progress 
report, was considered at a meeting of the Central 
Board of Irrigation in November, 1930. As a result 
the Bureau has been brought into existence Tho 
scope and functions of the Bureau arc explained 
in the minutes of the meeting of the Board, a copy 
of which has been .sent to the India Office with tno 
Department, of Industries and Labour (Public. 
Works Branch) letter No IR-40, dated the 23rd 
April, 1931. The Government of India have agreed 
to defray the cost of the Bureau up to the end of 
the financial year 1931-32 ; the question of the 
provision of funds for its maintenance beyond 
that date is under consideration. 


Transfer of District Can.als 
m the North-West Fron- 
tier Province to the 
charge of the Irrigation 
Department. 


The Government of India have sanctioned the transfer 
of the technical control of tho mam District Canals 
in this Province to the local Irrigation Department, 
as an experimental measure, for a period of two years 
■uith effect from the Ist April, 1930 The revenue 
control of the canals to be transferred was to remain 
with the revenue authorities but towards the close 
of 1930 the local Administration represented that 
the scheme of transfer, as originally proposed by it 
and as sanctioned by the Government of India, 
was incomplete and unworkable for various reasons. 
As a result of a further examination of the matter, 
the Government of India have sanctioned the 
transfer, ns an e.xpenmcntal measure, up to the 
31st March, 1933, of the complete management, 
both teclinicnl and revenue, of all the cml canals 
in the ])^o^^nce to tho Irrigation Dejinrtmont, which 
will function for tho purpose in close touch with 
the Dcjmty and Revenue Commissioners concerned. 
The local Administration has been asked to submit 
a report to the Governmout of India by the 31st 
December, 1932, ns to the results ncbievod by the 
transfei to enable them to consider whethei the new 
arrangements should be retained as a permanent 
measure.

Irrigation in Baluchistan .
